All About Gaiveston. 


WasHINGTON HoTEL, ” 
GaLVESTON, I'sxas, Nov. 12, 1873. § 

Editors Constitution: I reached Galveston 
several days since, and have had time to look 
around and take a first glance at Texas. Gal- 
veston is the gate-way of the State, the 
“Queen City” of the Gulf. When far out at 
sea, approaching the shore, we can see the 
city resting, throned upon the waters, with 
her white cottages glittering and orange 
groves spreading out like a vision seen 
through ihe “ gate-way of gold.” 

Ian pleased with the ci y, socially, com- 
mercially and politically. With elegant 
drives, magnificent churches aud iron front 
business houses crowded with large stocks of 
merchandize, the citizens seem to have all 
that they desire. 

I have strolled out to the beach, and find 
itone of the most magnificent drives in the 
world, greater in extent and more beautiful 
than Cape May, and I am assured that three- 
fourths of the time it is thropged with pleas- 
ure seekers. 

On Sunday I attended service at St. John’s 
(Methoxist) Church, the edifice costing more 
than one hundred thousand dollars, built and 
finished in superb style. With a four thou- 
sand dollar organ and a choir that would 
reflect credit upon any church in the South, 
of course the music was fine. I had the 
pleasure of listening to a sermon finished, 
scholarly, eloquent, but what surprised me 
most was the fashion and wealth indicated 
by the congregation. Diamonds flashed their 
lustre all through the building, while the 
“shimmer and sheen of the silken stuff” in- 
dicated that the ladies were both refined and 
tasteful. 

I attended the St. John’s Sunday Schoo], 
and faund thorough system and order.
